Tlic item 
you read yesterday WHS a report on a 
naticn-widc poll against war conduct- 
ed by the Council for Social Action 
of the Congregational and Christian 
churches. 


The poll revealed that only 7 per 


cent would support the government in 
whatever war it declared. 


And only 34 per cent said they 


would defend their country if it were 
actually invaded! 


Brave talk, that. And all thai it 


really shows is how little we humans 
know about the profound question of 
war. 


For war in defense of one's native 


land is a fact—not a debating-society 
issue. 


Neither men nor nations can deter- 


mine how their neighbors arc going 
to behave—and so, as long as we live 
in the kind of a world that history 
shows it actually to be, war will re- 
main a fact, and any discussion of 
how the individual feels about it re- 
mains an ethical speculation.

"We feel also that we have in the'

The 1935 cotton program was design-
